We have always admired the man 
who does things in the open—who re¬ 
fuses to try to practice deception. He 
may be our bitterest enemy, yet if we 
know that he is “wide-open,” with 
none of that “wish-washy” nature 
about him—a game fighter in the broad- 
open day, detesting the “knife-up-the 
sleeve” method—we admire him.

'There is a growing suspicion among 
them that a bunco or flim-flam game 
was worked upon them. They begin to 
realise that all is not gold that glittbrs, 
and that a Republican promise-, like the 
apples ot Sodom, is beautiful to. the 
sight but ashes to the taste. They wish 
to apologize tor their mistake and will 
do so next November by giving an old- 
fashioned Democratic majority to 
Bryaa. Let the honest ‘reorganizers’ 
and the ‘organized’ get together pnd 
bring about this result. It can be done 
and it should be done. 

“The Republican President today is 
popular and strong just in proportion to 
his adoption and espousal of Democrat¬ 
ic principles. Our advocacy of certain 
doctrines in 1896 brought upon us the 
of being ‘anarchists,’ ‘revolu- 
»’ and other opprobious epithets. 
We contended that the money then in 
the country was insufficient for its bus¬ 
iness and population. The per capita 
circulation has been largely increased 
since then and no one will now say that 
it has not been good for the people.

We de¬ 
manded laws for the regulation of rail¬ 
way extortionate and unreasonable 
charges. We advocated a revision and 
reduction in the high tariff duties and 
we warned the people against the 
growth and power .ot the trusts. For 
all of these things we were denounced. 
But now our vindication has come. Aot 
only the Republican President but a 
large element in his party admit that 
we were right and endorse every one 
of those principles. Mr. Dooley says 
‘History always vindicates the Dimmy- 
crats, but niver in their lifetime. They 
see th’ truth first, but the throuble is 
that new thin’ is iver officially thrue till 


a Republican sees it.’ Our Irish 
fnend is right, except that he underes¬ 
timated the length of the lives of the i 
Democrats. We have seen our vindica¬ 
tion and we are still living, full of 
strength and vigor, and ready for a 
victorious campaign this fall. Our 
leader is already chosen. The people 
have nominated him. Democratic State 
and national conventions have nothing 
to do but to ratify that choice. In his 
mind we shall place our standard and 
we shall never quit the fight until he 
has earned it to the portico of the na¬ 
tion’s capitol. Defeats In the past have 
not weakened our faith in him any 
more than suffering and persecution de¬ 
stroyed the zeal of the early Christians. 
We believed he was right in 1896; we 
know now that he was right, and if the 
God of Battles awards the victory to 
the side of the just and right so surely 
in the November election will Wm. J. 
Bryan be elected President of the Uni¬ 
ted States, and history will at last vin¬ 
dicate the Democrats. He is the best 
product of America’s splendid citizen¬ 
ship. His private life is immaculate, 
his gemius in statescraft unexcelled. He 
would guide and direct the destinies of 
this great country as safely and wisely 
and successfully as did Jefferson, Jack- 
son or Lincoln. In the last twelve years 
he has been the most potent factor of 
all in arousing the public consciene of 
the American people and in awakening 
in them a greater demand for civic vir¬ 
tue and for governmental reform. As 
the people have come to know him bet¬ 
ter they admire and love him more. 
They can safely trust him with the 
highest office in their gift.” 


Signed By the Governor. 

(From The Courier-Journal.) 

Frankfort, Ky., March 13.—Gov. 
Willson to-day signed the Crecelius- 
Wyatt tobacco bill, providing a heavy 
penalty for buying or selling pooled to¬ 
bacco. The bill is intended to stop 
“dumping” and prevent the sale of to¬ 
bacco after it has been pooled. Selling 
tobacco which has been pooled has been 
one of the chief causes of the r»ids by 
night riders. The bill bears the names 
of Dr. Crecelius, who offered the bill in 
the House, and Senator G. T. Wyatt, 
who introduced a similar bill m the 
Senate. In signing the bill Gov. Will- 
son wrote the following: 

"It may be that this measure, which 
is a new and experimental measure, 
will not bear the fruit which its sup¬ 
porters promise and ‘ hope. It was 
adopted by an overwhelming majority. 
Very little remonstrance-has been made 
to me. I leave the law questions which 
seem likely to be raised under it to 
the courts, and in the hope that tnis 
bill may be useful both directly and 
in some ways not directly with its 
scope.” 

Gov. Willson also signed the Lillard 
pure food law to-day. This law is 
similar to the National pure food law 
and applies to whisky as well as food 
and drugs. A. R. DUNLAP.

Tailors Accustomed to Making Poekots 
to Ordor. 


The celluloid collar was tested for 
inflammability. All celluloid, is more 
or less explosive, and many a serious 
accident has occurred by the ignition 
of- a celluloid collar or cuff. Funda¬ 
mentally, celluloid Is the same as gun- 
cqtton. But there are ways of treat¬ 
ing It for commercial uses which will 
reduce this explosive quality, and thie 
man who sent the collar wanted to be 
sure that it was not explosive. 

The government tests all kinds of 
things. Lately a new machine has 
been installed for testing the durabill- 
ty.of paper. Formerly the way to test 
paper’s durability was for an expert 
to crumple it in his hand and rub it 
upon itself as a washerwoman does 
your handkerchief. But this machine 
does it scientifically. Thig hs the way 
it operates: 

The paper is clutched at opposite 
edges by clamps and the machine 
proceeds to fold it through the middle. 
Then the machine unfolds It and folds 
it on the same crease In the opposite 
direction. This operation is repeated 
with great rapidity until " 
breaks at the fold. A dial keeps track 
of the number of times the paper is 
folded before it breaks, and this num¬ 
ber determines Its durability. 

And there are a lot of other Inter¬ 
esting tests to which paper Is sub¬ 
jected.
